2. This chapter covers installations in buildings used by the utility for
purposes other than listed in this sub., such ag office buildings, ware-
houses, garages, machine shops, and recreational buildings which are not
in an integral part of a generating plant, substation, or control center;

(e) Installations under the exclusive control of electric utilities or mu-
nicipal electric departments for the purpose of street or area lighting,
where such instalations comply with the requirements of ch. PSC 114,
Filectrical Code, Vol. 1.
